Report  for  the  year  1956 


To:-  The  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


Very  few  matters  require  emphasis  in  the  report  for  1956. 
There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  and  general 
health  in  the  district  was  good.  Considerable  trouble  arose  from 
the  state  of  the  refuse  tip  at  Upton  upon  which  there  was  no  more 
room  for  further  tipping,  and  proper  control  of  which  was  impossible. 
Considerable  nuisance  was  experienced  from  fly  infestation  which 
called  for  a  great  effort  and  expenditure  on  insecticide  before  a 
remedy  was  effected.  The  tip  was  closed  at  the  end  of  1956  and  no 
further  trouble  has  arisen  since. 


The  reason  for  this  report  being  so  late  in  its  appear¬ 
ance  is  that  for  years  we  have  pursued  a  policy  of  restraint  in  the 
growth  of  staff,  (even  before  the  announcement  of  Professor  Pickering's 
law),  and  we  intend  to  continue  doing  so.  The  result  of  this  refusal 
to  press  for  increased  staff  is  advantageous  in  that  we  obtain  a  much 
more  personal  and  detailed  knowledge  of  the  working  of  the  district 
than  would  be  possible  in  the  case  of  members  of  a  larger  staff. 

This  policy  carries  with  it,  however,  the  disadvantage  that  in  temporary 
staffing  difficulties,  such  as  occurred  on  two  occasions  in  1956,  it 
is  impossible  to  prepare  reports  or  to  deal  with  other  than  emergency 
administrative  work. 

I  should  like  to  thank  Mr*  Cromwell  for  his  great  help 
during  the  year  1956.
